The situation at Stalingrad is rather menacing. 
The Germans have twice tried to force a crossing 
of the Don in the last 48 hours. They have been 
completely wiped out the first time, and “almost 
wiped out” the second time. We do not relish the 
“almost.” It means that some enemy forces are 
still left on the eastern bank of the Don, some- 
where near Kalach. This situation can be ex- 
ploited by the enemy to force the second echelon 
across and then the battle for the defenses of 
Stalingrad proper will start. This sector is of 
great importance, as can be judged by the fact 
that the Red Army has been straining every effort 
to hold the Germans here for the last three weeks 
(ever since July 27).

Frameup Wheels in

The dirty little wheels that whirl round and round in 
the machinery of a Negro frameup case got gummed, yester- 
day, in Magistrate Edgar Bromberger’s Felony Court. 
The gumming-up was done by the chief complainant 
himself, who happened also to be the state’s star witness. 


to clean things up and thus to 
prevent the witness’ frequent em- 
barrassment. He got little assist- 
ance, however, from Mr. Tony 
Maggi, the witness. 
seemed determined to prove to the 
world that he was a liar. 


When the court found that it 
could do nothing to save the wit- 
ness from destroying his own case, 
it pettishly threatened to clear the 
packed“ (the judge’s own word) 
courtroom of trade unionist friends 
and sympathizers of defendants 
William Jones and James Mosely 

Maggi was continuing testimony 
begun the previous day. On the 
previous day—Thursday—he had 
described the “mugging” of his 
friend “Chick” Miller by defendant 
Jones. (In a sworn statement to a 
police clerk on Aug. 1, time of the 
supposed attack, Maggi said de- 
fendant Mosely, and not Jones, as- 
saulted “Chick.” In that statement, 
which was supposed to be the 
“whole” truth, he did not mention 
“mugging.”) 

Yesterday, questioned by Edward 
Kuntz, Jones’ lawyer, Maggi said 
that it was Mosely and not Jones 
who “mugged” “Chick.” 

DAMAGING ADMISSIONS 

Maggi admitted that: 

1, He had not told arresting offi- 
cers that Jones and Mosely 
“mugged”. his friend “Chick.” 

2. He had never thought of the 
word “mugged” until he got in the 


“| witness chair. 


3. As a matter of fact, it had not 
been a holdup by the Negro de- 
fendants (in which Maggi was, al- 
legedly, cut) but a “fight” (which 
bears out the defense’ contention). 

4. He had not before mentioned— 
until he got in the witness chair— 
Jones’ taking “five of six dollars” 
from “Chick’s” pocket

5. He had been previously con- 
victed at least twice, once under 
the Sullivan law. 

6. During the time of the sup- 
“mugging” nobody in the 
street saw the crime and no effort 
was made to call the police, just 
a short block away. 

These facts should be kept in 
mind: 

1. Two Negro men, William Jones 
and James Mosely, were beaten by 
a mob of whites. They, and not 
members of the mob, were arrested. 

2.The men’s assailants were 
hever apprehended, although the 
District Attorney’s office was asked 
to arrest them. Maggi is said to 
have led the mob against the men. 

3. Local 65 thinks enough of 
Jones as a fellow member to bear 
the expense of his defense and to 
fill the courtroom (much to Magis- 
trate Bromberger’s annoyance) at 
the hearings. 

The importance of this case lies 
in the fact that it is a part of the 
general offensive against the Negro 
people of New York.- The com- 
plainant’s glib use of the term 
“mugger,” as shouted in the head- 
lines of the gutter-rag press, proves 
it. The importance of the case lies 
in the fact, further, that if these 
Negro men are indicted on this 
obvious frameup, while the mob 
which tries to kill them goes free, 
an already dangerous situation will 
be aggravated.

clear of all their property. The 
people froze in these pig sties and 
died en masse from hunger. The 
soldiers ransacked the town, hunt- 
ing for the Jews who had managed 
secretly to move into other houses. 


Many Jews were burned alive by 
the Hitlerites. Every day the Ger- 
mans led dozens away from the 
ghetto and shot them on the city 
outskirts. 

Lida’s mother, who was a Jew, 
Was placed in the ghetto by the 
Nazis, but she managed to escape. 
The children were given shelter by 
Russian friends, who hid her at 
their great risk. Lida’s grandfather, 
a sick old man, was thrown into 
the ghetto by the Nazis, and a few 
days later was shot, 

At the close of winter, the Ger- 
mans decided to destroy all of the 
remaining Jewish population of the 
town. So early one day they en- 
circled the sheds on Zhgutovskaya 
Street and brought up several bar- 
rels of petrol. The contents of these 
barrels were poured on the walls 
of the sheds and set afire by the 
soldiers. 

Heart-rending scenes took place. 
The women implored the Nazi exe- 
cutioners to spare their children. 
But it was useless. Tongues of flame 
enveloped the sheds. One of the 
girls ran out in a burning dress. 
An officer shot her down. , 

Some of the women succeeded in 
breaking down the door of a shed 
They thrust their small children 
out and themselves remained in- 
side. In this way they wanted to 
show that they were submitting to 
their fate, but only to preserve the 
lives of their children. Vain hopes! 
The little children were shot near 
the burning shed. 

Some of the people managed to 
break out of the sheds, but were 
machine-gunned. When all was 
over, the German commandant an- 
nounced “There is no longer a 
Jewish population in the town.” 
That day, the Nazis murdered 
1,420 Jews—old folk, women, chil- 
dren and small children. Only 17

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (UP).—Price Chief Leon 
Henderson today predicted a 30 per cent rise in cost of im- 
portant foodstuffs—giving inflation a “large foot” in the 
American kitchen—unless the government is given greater 
power to regulate prices of farm products and other uncon-

There is no doubt about it that 
the demonstrations against Lehman 
were anti-Semitic in character.
